1. Applicant's submission for RCE filed on 12/19/08 has been entered. Claims 1-64 
are pending.

3. The Species are independent or distinct because each of the various disclosed 
Species details specific characteristic of the following: 

a. A method for handoff in wireless communication network/ a 
wireless communication network/ a computer-readable medium storing computer 
executable instruction for generating and transmitting a handoff encryption key 
from the authentication server to a first access point and a second access point, 
handling/initialing an authentication of the wireless terminal with an 
authentication server. 

b. A wireless communication network comprising: an authentication 
server operable to generate and transmit handoff encryption key generation 
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information; a first access point, generating a first handoff key; and a second 
access point, generating a second handoff encryption key. 

c. A wireless communication network/ a computer-readable medium
